As the Adventures of my Childhood cannot 
be ſuppoſed to have been worthy my Readers 
Attention, I ſhall not detain them long there- 
With, but only premiſe in General, That 1 
am the only Son of a Gentleman of a conſide- 


rable Eſtate, who ſpared no Expence in my 


Education : being ſo old faſhioned as to think, 
that a Man might be at the ſame Time a good 
Scholar, and a fine Gentleman, and that all 
Accompliſhments and good Precding, were

As I was very Young, not being quite ſix- 
teen, when I went to the Univerſity, and 
very few are entcr'd there ſo ſoon, I met with

thereof, But of all my Pranks whilſt I con- 


tinued there, none, I think, comes up to the 


Trick 1 play da Butcher, who was perpetual- 
ly making Complaints of one or other of our - 
Scholars, and was for that Reaſon heartily | 
| hated by the whole College. One Day above 
all the reſt, when this Fellow had been pre-

I intended to be ſecure; for they were every 
where in purſuit of mc, and the very wortt 
Was to be apprehended | 'f I ſhou'd be taken, 
ſince there was no hopes of my Antagonili's 
Life, tho he was not yet Dead. The Servant 
aded that Time was pretious, that he Cid hor 
| know how ſoon thoſe who were in queſt ol me 
might be there, and that he was comman 4 
not to part from me till he had ſcen me ſafe 
away. — 
This was a very tickliſh Point; che Wind 
| blew directly in to the Harbour, ſo that nei- 
ther the Packet-Boat, nor any other . 
cou'd get out of the Port; and if 1 ſtay'd 1 | 
did not © know but I might be ſciz d every Mo- 
ment, and what the Conſequence of that 
might be, no Body cou'd tell, conficering, 
Thad ſuch powerful Adverfaries to deal with. 
There was no Way left then but to hire an 85 
pen Boat, to carry me off at ail Hazard 
and it was not without great Difficulty, nd 
paying an exorbitant Price, that any ou? was 
to be got, who woud run the Venture, the 
Paſſage being ſomething dangerous. At laſt, 
however, I Agreca for a ten- Oar Boat, in 
which I went off a little above the Town, a- 
bout Ton at Nigh t, for it was impoſ. lible to

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get out of the Harbour, the Tide ſetting i in at 
the Peer very ſtrong at 'that Time. 


The Weather was very calm when we ſet 
out, and continued ſo till we were got about 
half: way over; when the Clouds gather d on 
all Sides, and it began to blow pretty briskly, 
a £11; in our Tecth. After ſome Time, it grew 
Jo dark, that we cou'd not ſee a Boat's length, 
and the Wind roſe till higher and h. oher, 
till it was a perfect Storm, and our Boat at e- 
very Moment was toſs d Mountains high, fo 
that I expected every Wave wou d break in up- 
on us, and ſend us to the Bottom. The Boat's 
| Crew themſelves began to be pretty much ter- 
riſied, their Oars being of very little, if any, 
Uſe to them, to ſtem the Tide, ſo that the 
were forced to let her drive with the Sea: 
Hercupon they fell a Swearing at one another, 
cach blaming his Fellow for perſuading him 1 
to undertake the Voyage, if I may ſo call | 
ſuch a ſhort Paſſage, as that between Dover 
and Calais. For my own Part, I muſt con- 
feſe, I ſometimes wiſh'd I had ſtaid in Eng- 
aud at all Adventures, and run the Hazard 
of a dry Death a-ſhore, rather than have an un- 
conſcionaule Drench of Salt Water, and make 
Food for Fiſh. 1 put the beſt Face I cou'd, _ 
however, upon «54 Matter, and opening a_ 
large Bottle of Brandy, of Which I had taxen 
; Care to provide a ſufficient Quantity, gave it 
among the Sailors to drink, bidding them ply 
their 'Oars, and be of good Heart, and we 
ſi oud 90. well Faough, The Brandy had a

very good Effect upon them, and made them a 


little Tractable, whereas before there was no- 


thing but Swearing, Curſing, and Confu- 
ſion to be heard; and the Storm abating about 


break of Day, we found our ſelves almoſt as 


high as Boulogne, eight Leagues diſtant from 


Calais, where we arrived however very lafe 


* about ſeven in the Morning. 


The Manner of my coming over in an open 


Boat, without any Baggage, "but a little Lin- 
nen in a Handkerchicf, and without any At- 


tendants, altho my Garb, which was pretty 


rich, ſthew'd plainly that 1 was not uſed to - 


travel. in that Manner, made the French ſuſ- 


pect, and not without Reaſon, that there was 
ſomthing extraordinary in my venturing on 
ſuch a dangerous and unuſual Paſſage. Ac- 
cordingly, when I was carried before the Go- 
vernour, as is cuſtomary for all Strangers 
who land there, he examined me very parti- 
cularly about my Quality, and the Occaſion 


of my coming. I told him in few Words, 


that I was an Eveliſh Gentleman, that I had 
=} unfortunately had a Quarrel with a young 
Man of Fortune, whom J had left for dead, 
> and that I was forced to come over in an open 
Boat, becauſe I was cloſe purſued, and nei- 


ther the Packet- Boat, nor any other Veſſel, 
cou'd get out of the Harbour. : 


He received me with abundance of Civili- 
ty, and ſeem'd very well ſatisfied with my 
Anſwers, tho' he did not believe me, as I 
: found altcrwards, It was much about the 
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Time of the Rebellion, and he had 46 1 


into his Head, that I was one of thoſe unfor- 
tunate Gentlemen engaged therein, and had 
mage my Eſcape from Preſton. As all the 
French are naturally well-Wiſhers to the Pre- 

7e/:4er and his Party, this Suſpicion did not turn 
at ali to my Diſadvantage, but made him re- 
ceive me with yet more Reſpect, than he 

wou'd otherwiſe have done, and he gave me 
a very ſenſible Mark thereof 1 twoor three Days 


alter, 


- quent only my own  Countrymen. | . 


Being at the Coffee-Houſe then, with ſome 1 
French Gentlemen, they were very much 
furprizd at my talking their Language ſo 
well, and they were much more ſo, when 3 
; told them, it was an Accompliſhment which 
Was very common amoneſt all the better Sort. 
Whilſt I was chere, the Daughter e 


Houſe, , 


The Freck, tho they are e generally well 
bred, are apt to be pretty opinionated of tbhem- 
5 ſelves, and to have a very mean Opinion of 
all other Nations, eſpecially the Engliſh, in 
compariſon with their own. This I found 
before I had been many Hours with them; 
and I muſt confeſs it provok'd my Spleen, and 
I was reſoly'd, if poſſible, to give them ano 
ther ſort of a Notion of us. As I ſpoke 
French, as well as Zngliſh, having been taught 
it by my Father's Care, even before I learnt 
my Mother Tongue, I kept Company gene- 
rally with the French, and did not, like the 
generality of our Nation, who travel, tree. 
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Houſe, who was very pretty, was learning 
to Dance, and ſome of them whiſper'd her, 


to deſire me to dance a Minuet with her, 


| imagining I ſhou'd do it but very aukwardly ; 


ſhe did ſo, and they were mightily diſap- 


pointed; for it having been an Exerciſe 1 
had taken Delight in, I not only danced very 
well, but even exceeded any of them, not ex- 
cepting even the Dancing-Maſter himſclf. This 
done, among other Diſcourſe, they began to talk 
of the Campaigns in Handers in the late War, 


and ſome of them who were in the Army, 


took upon them to affirm, that they had ſcen 
ſeveral of our Eugliſh Officers who were in Gar- 
riſon at Dunkirk, decide their Quarrels by Box- 
ing, whencver they had any Difference. I told 
them, that this was very ſtrange to me, for they 
did not uſe to do ſo atHome; however, I cou'd not 
contradict them, having never been there; but 
that it was not very much to their Credit, if 
it was true, ſince they had box'd them ſo

TIphis Repartee gall'd them a little, and the

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ed their Offer, and accordingly they came in 


the Evening to the Poſt- Houſe, where 1 
lodg'd, to conduct me thither. Not expect- 
= "them ſo ſoon, 1 was quite u undreſs'd when 

they came, and had order d a Fowl to be got 

ready for my Supper, deſigning to eat a 

Nouthful before 1 went. Hereupon I deſired 

them to foul a Plate with me, beſpoke an- 
other Fowl, a fine Sallad, and a Dith of Soop, 
without which, Y Frenchman woud think 

himſelf undone, and in the mean while began 5 

to put on my Cloaths, having firſt ask 4” 


; Leave of them to take that Liberty, 


: Supper being brought in, we were very : N 

merry, and for ſome Time they were excel- _ 

lent good Company, diverting me with a 
Hundred pretty Songs, in which the French 
certainly excced all the Nations in the World. 


Put there being no want of Wine, and they 


drinking of it pretty plentifully, R the Fumes 
of the Burgundy began to get into their Heads, 
to which their Singing contributed not a little, 
and they grew very Exceptious; in ſhort, it 
procceded fo far, that they downright quar= 
rell'd, and drew upon each other 1 in my very

As I was afraid of this, from che very firſt = 
of their begining to jar, I had interpos d 
ſeveral "Times to Tcconcile them, but to no 
purpoſe, for as faſt as one Difference was — 
made up, ſome freſh Diſpute aroſe.

| tirk, and St. Omers, to ſee the Fortificati- 
ons of the one, and the Feſuit's College at 
the other. I muſt own, both of them fatiſ-

In Return 
for all this Reſpect and Civility therefore, 1 
thought I cou d do no leſs, than invite them 
all in general to a handſome Entertainment, 

7 which I made for that purpoſe; and which was 
cloſed by a Ball, that laſted till Morning, and 
at which there was a more numerous and ſplendid - 

Alſſembly, than I ſhall ever ſce again at any 
Entertainment of my making : In for rt, ever 
one went away very well pleaſed, and with : 
a better opinion of Zngliſh Boliteneſs then 
N they had ever before entertain'd. 85 

The Company being all gone, I took a few 

: Hours Repoſe, which done, 1 ſpent the Re- 

mainder of the Day in taking Leave of thoſe 

ho had laid fo many Obligations upon me; 
and eſpecially the Governour, to whom it 

Was not in my Power to make a ſuitable Ac- 
knowledgment.
